While we, lucky iodividnals, are en- 
joying the tranquility of a second Juan 
Fernandez in a olimate without a 
paraiiol in tho world; whore beaatiful 
aoenory and productiveneBs are In Buoh 
proftision ai to bo passed annoticed ; 
where the people and thojoarnais, in 
the absolute absence ot &aj real griev- 
ance, scold tbo Governor and tho 
Legislaiivo Councillors about qucBlious 
that would bo unworthy of cousidora- 
tion it we really bad anything to grum- 
ble about. Wbilo wo aro living in a 
kind of elysium, all the nations of the 
old world are being agitated with sab' 
jects that must load, sooner or laler, to 
one of those great epochs in tbo 
•world's history when the entire uni^ 
verso becomes a field of battle ; and 
people, usually placablo and ready to 
listen to the roico of reason in ordinary 
times, are wrought up to a frenzy of 
bloodtbirBtiness that if anggestud to 
them iu' times of peaod, would bo 
stoutly Bet down as an impoBsibiliby. 
The great nations are regarding each 
other with the feline deceit of tho 
tiger whose fiery eyes belie the appar- 
eo^ repose assnmod by the reoambent 
position of tho body. A olofle observer 
w juld note the quick, furtive glances 
cast by one towards the other, denot- 
ing the roadinoES for a spring wbon- 
ever any momentary forgolfulness oi 
existing danger inducos one or tbo 
other to tako a position in which it 
would bo comparativoly powerless for 
defense. It is moro absurdity to think 
BasBia, Prussia, Austria, Franco or 
Great Britain believe any of tbo reiterat- 
ed professions of peaco witb which they 
regalo one another from time to time; 
or the feigned reductions in their ar- 
mies and navies, that they aro constant'^ 
ly^iSai»Dj^, bd t which always reniU in a n 
increase.- Not 6d6 of these powers, 
in their pretended regardlessness of 
passing events, would oconpy more 
than a few weeks in placing mighty 
arnaiea in the field, fully equipped with 
all tb$i}ateBt and most improvjed weth» 
pons of distrnotion. Instead of, as 
formerly, hearing of some cWd'auvre in 
painting or musio, or some new discovn 
ery in useful soience, we hoar of a gun 
that has beon manufactured in Bassia 
that will fire a hundred shots in a 
minute; from Aostna wo boar of an 

improved needlo gun that oxoola f S^^^icoria. aoih M.rct,,isa9 
previous inventions of tbo kind in its 
death~dealing power. From Franco 
we learn that, in view of the new and 
terribla engines of destruction that are 
likely to be brought into use in futnro 
battle-fields, an entire change has 
beon mado in tbo drill for soldiers, 
and their movements for alacrity and 
combination would puzzle and aston- 
ish the greatest generals that ever 
witnessed an action. England, with 
all the' smiling semblanoe of harmless 
innocence, is bnsily occupied in bringH 
ing her army up to a perfect state of 
efficiency, in which evolutions and ac- 
coutrements aro undergoing an ex^ 
traordinury change. Everything dof 
notes tho near approach of the great 
struggle for national supremacy and 
for national cxisLcncc i'l many cados, 
How great would bavo been the ad- 
vantages resulting from tho convulsion 
of Europe, that would have accrued to 
the United States, had tbo policy pur- 
sued by the framers of tbo first Con> 
fititulion of that great country been 
adopted at the present time ; but fate 
seems to have ordered it otherwise ; or 
at least they are tending to conQrm tbo opin- 
ion expreesed by great politicians in f^uropo, 
that RepnblicoBism is imposfililo. That Ame- 
rica will be drawn Into the coming conllici, 
ihere cannot bo tho loaat doubt, und like a 
raoth dazzled with the brillianoy of a lii^hted 
taper, Iho Repnblio will entor tho Darning 
circle of wur whero it deatined to bo den- 
froyed, A n.ilitiry dcspotiem will uturp tbo 
poeilion of the Iree irHlilutioiis, that made it 
the made! Govornnrieut beld up by all liberal 
slalemiiCD in iho old world for iiuitolioo ; 
and uil tbia sad chaDgo will be brought 
about by a few nstleas poliliciaDa, who take 
the deBperate cb&Dco of acquiring rank or 
for une, ot both, during the confaaiOD aooom- 
panyiog a great waif. If the people of 
Canada are wiap, tbey will press on their 
national ooosolidatioD, bi it ia quite pof siblo 
that thoy may be the fortnnnte rociponts of 
ihc ereat beaefits Irom trade or produclioiiB 
fluppliod to the belligeronls, ah^aya fbUiog 
(0 the lit of some nation or people. 



An! American in Loadon is by no meatjs 
forced to deprive himself of the food of Lis 
own country. One mnv procure anjlbiDg 
he desires in this mctropoIiB, if he only knows 
where to apply lor it. An Italian may live 
like the lialiojs, a German like tho Oarmane, 
and an American like AmBrioans, without 
quitting Loadou. Bookwbeat ookea may ba 
ordered for breohfast at the hotel which 
Americana most frequent. Gieen corn, and 
even sucooiash— a misture of corn and Lima 
beans — are to he purchased in cans, Salt 
maokersi is imported here. Hominy ia not 
unknown in many Eogliab faouaoa. Pump- 
kin pica are a racityt but tbey do eziat. In 
PariB a widow bas made a fbrtnna by keep- 
ing tbem at her reitauraot. Mince piaa are 
u8 common in England as plam'^puddings in 
America. Bring with you a plain recipe, 
and Enj^lish cooks will reward you with a 
pot-pio as appetizing as tboae of New 
Jersey. Bourbon wbitky is to be 
had lor the aeokicg. A lager-bior aalooo 
bas been opened in tho Strand, and 
oupht to be patronized by Americans, who 
nro elmost aa habitual bier drinkers as ths 
Germans. Tomato and terrapin soaps are lor 
Hale in London. Americait rbecee may be 
Been at any cheeseiiiongai's. In Covent gar- 
don you will boBupplied with American ap- 
ples. Evaryibiog that ie good comes to 
London. As you tratel upon the Gontlnoot 
you will learn that from every port tbie host 
articlf» are despatched to England and the 
worst to ilie Unilad States, but that the 
Americans are invariably expected to pay 
the beat prices. Whatever eOeoi this may 
have upon your national vanity, it should at 
least teach you to prize life ia London more 
dearly. No American can be loD|; con> 
teot with those Btaok-diahes of an English 
hotel, which seem to have been cooked to- 
gether in tlie same pot or pan, nor witd the 
monotonoaa variety of chops and steaks — 
Bleake aod ohops,.at the Englieb reatanraDi^; 
but then be can apt upon the binti juet given, 
and go afifld to Monre bis native dainties in 
the shops, pr let him turn in at Very'a, that 
oasii! in tb^calidary deeertol Bcglocd, and dine 
likeaParisianand better ihon meat ParijianB. 
Probably there are not a eoQicieDt oamter of 
Amocicao Bcjooroeis ia London to support ao 
American rostanrant, altbougb there are a 
dozen English cbopsbousea in New York ; 
but certainly an Annerioan bar, like thai 
called "The CoBuioi)oliian," at Paris, woold 
ba very sucoessfttl, if wej. cjidnited. 1 
know that there is eaid to be i:. Vccei^caa 
bar in Leicosler-aquare, bai •nut pot iba 
Buitable locality. In ihurot.T.hl.- I-^gliah 
h 00809 the voty DBDias ef AmcuDbo bever- 
ages are quita uabearil of; but if aoraa 
daring genius, in a moment of inepiration 
and in summer, would on|.y introduce ibe 
mint-jniep to tho British public, oil Bogland 
would rise up, drink bia health io his own 
decoction, and immottaliee his memory. 
Meanwhile, hcjrever, id is possible to get on 
very o'lcely witb clarul'-cup. Tbo <iti(^uette 
of English houees differs very slightly from 
that of American bonae?. About fifteen 
years ago the American gentlemen bsgac to 
adopt the Engliab style ot dressing, aud 
fince that tlma ibejr hava so adopted moat
